NEW BUSINESS: 

a. Discussion with Shannon Sweeney of David Drown Associates regarding Comprehensive Plan 

update:   

 i. Future land use: Council reviewed a draft of a new future land use map and made additional 

recommendations, particularly regarding some of the smaller parcels and the parcels that had changed 

uses recently.  

 

 ii. Goals, policies, and initiatives:  Council and Sweeney reviewed a draft of Council’s goals, 

policies, and initiatives regarding economic development, housing, transportation, and parks.  

  

b. Review of proposals from Burbach Aquatics, Inc. and Waters Edge Aquatic Design to provide 

professional services for the replacement of the stainless steel gutter at the Caledonia Aquatic Center:  

The consensus of the Council members was that the City should move forward with negotiating an 

agreement with Waters Edge Aquatic Design to provide professional engineering services for the 

replacement of the stainless steel gutter at the Caledonia Aquatic Center. 

 

c. Consideration of proposal from KLM Engineering for engineering review and inspection services 

during the Verizon antenna modification on Water Tower No. 2:  Member Fisch moved to approve the 

proposal from KLM Engineering to provide the City with engineering review and inspection services 

during Verizon’s modification of the antennas on Water Tower No. 2. Member Rykhus seconded the 

motion. All members present voted in favor of the motion, and the motion passed.
